E.'\TRIBUNAL BARS SALE 


OF BEER NEAR SCHOOL 


The legality of the provision in 
Georgia’s beer law prohibiting the sale 
of the beverage within 100 yards of a 
school or a college was upheld yester- 
day by the state supreme court.

versity. Chilivis contended that the 
building near his stand was not used 
for educational purposes But housed 
the athletic offices. The high court 
held that it was part of the univer- 
sity.

NEW YORK, April .20.—(UP)—

Summer fashions, said Charles K. 
Everett, manager of the new uses sec- 
tion, will encase the latest debutante 
in a cotton evening gown, cotton hat, 
cotton gloves, cotton wrap, cotton 
shoes and cotton underwear. 

Everett said the cotton evening 
gown was increasing in popularity be- 
eause of an agreement among fashion 
authorities that it is now acceptable 
in the best circles. Cotton underwear 
for the particular woman, he said, has 
been made possible through use of 
fine texture cotton material, rivaling 
the “ineffable daintiness”’ of sheerest 
clothes. 

Men also will wear more cotton this 
summer, he predicted, because of its 
higher absorbing power and ability to 
stay fresh and pressed when other, 
materials become soggy from moisture 
and cling to the skin. 

New uses of cotton, to be stressed 
during National Cotton Week from 
June 1 to June 6, are encroaching 
ateadily into fields far removed from 
milady’s wardrobe, Everett said. He 
listed five outstanding developments : 

1—Cotton houses. Cotton duck is 
used exclusively on the outside and 
roof and on interior walls, ceilings and 
partitions. The frame is ‘wood, which 
is covered with canvas-bedding paint. 
The canvas is applied horizontally and 
fastened with a broad-headed spiral 
tine nails. A five-room house, requir- 
ing only 800 square yards of canvas, 
will cost $2,500. Fire-proofing solu- 
tions applied to the canvas make it as 
safe as a brick building. 
tton roads. A cotton fabric 
membrane is laid on gravel and im- 
pregnated with asphaltic oil to form 
a hase which is top-surfaced. ‘The 
fabric forms a waterproof blanket pro- 


viding perfect drainage and adding 
to the epee and durability of the 
road.

3—Cotton mats for curing concrete 
pavements. The 6x12 foot mats are 
made of cotton Osnaburg fabric, stuff- 
ed with a layer of cotton filler and 
stitched or tufted to insure long wear.

4—-Cotton* “overcoats” for railroad 
switch mechanisms, Canvas covers, 
each 2 1-2 feet wide and about 12 
fret long, protect heating units at key 
points from freezing, dirt and heavy 
rains. The overcoat eliminates heat- 
ing devices and hand-broom cleaning. 

tton bags for fruit and vege- 
tables. Made of heavy cotton, they 
protect food from damage during ship- 
ment. The Federal Surplus Relief 
Corporation is now distributing fruits, 
vegetabes and cereals in cotton bags 
for this reason. 

“There are more than 1.000 uses 
for cotton,” Everett said. “We wear 
cotton, sleep between cotton sheets, 
under cotton blankets and on cotton 
pillow cases, use cotton towels and 
cotton wash cloths in the bathroom, 
cotton drapes and cotton shades at 
the windows and cotton upholstered 
furniture and cotton rugs in the 
house. 

“From 30 to 80 pounds of cotton 
are uséd in every automobile. Cotton 
is eaten in the form of cottonseed 
oil. Doctors use cotton bandages and 
armies use cotton in explosives. The 
movie industry depends on film made 
from cotton. Airplane and blimps are 
covered with cotton. The camper 
uses cotton-covered canoes, cotton 
tents, cotton camp stools and cotton 
packs. 

“In other words, you can’t escape 
cotton. You are born with it, live 
hai it and when you die are buried 
n it.

Belqw, too weak to to the open- 
ing of a diamond drill hole where food 
and brandy was passed to them yes- 
terday, the co-owner of the mine and 
his timekeeper whispered hoarsely over 
a telephone line that they thought 
their rescuers were lying about the 
time needed to reach them. 

They asked that the diggers make 
more noise so they would be reassured, 
but they admitted feeling a cold draft. 

The diggers said that was a g 
sign and that possibly they had made 
a partial opening. 

R. J. Ivey, brother-in-law of Dr. 
Robertson, talked over the wire to his 
relative. 

Thinks They’re Lying. 

“He thinks we are lying to them,” 
he quietly told the crowd. “They think 
the men are so far away they will be 
10 or 12 hours cutting through.” 

There was no mention from either 
end of the line of Herman R. Magill, 
Toronto lawyer and co-owner of the 
shaft with Robertson, who died of 
hunger and exhaustion earlier today. 

Dr. H, K. McDonald, Halifax spe- 
cialist, said Scadding was _ suffering 
from a serious cold and bad case of 
“trench feet.” Robertson had a cold. 
His voice was hoarse and tired. Dr, 
McDonald said he had “no real idea” 
of their condition. His hospital unit 
was ready to give the men first aid 
and rush them to hospital beds as soon 
as they should be brought up. 

An airplane of the, Ontario govern- 
ment landed on a laké five miles away 
carrying long strips of wool to. be 
passed down the drilled hole for 
warmth of the two men. 

Courage Praised. 

Michael Dwyer, minister of mines, 
returned to the surface and said he 
“had never seen anything to equal the 
courage of the Nova Scotia miners,” 
waiting tensely for a chance to go 
down the make-shift shaft. 

Eleven Stellarton draegermen, 
trained to enter coal mines after ex- 
plosions, led the rescuers, assisted by 
11 men from Moose River, Caribou, 
Goldenville and Waverly, and three 
from Porcupine, Ont. 

Apparently exhausted and fearful 
of dynamite blasts which might send 
tons of rock crashing down upon them, 
Dr. Robertson and Scadding repeat- 
edly asked assurance from the miners 
on the surface to push their efforts 
to reach them. ; 

Too Much Water. 

“There is good drinking water down 
here,” they told the rescue party, “but 
there is too much of it.” 

Charles Ivey, Robertson’s brother- 
in-law, after an extended conversation 
with the imprisoned man, said they 
were “getting shaky.” 

“They heard the rescuers,” Ivey de- 
clared, “but think they are so far 
away they will take 10 or 12 hours. 
He (Robertson) thinks we are lying- 
to him when we say a couple of 
hours.” 

The first indication of the condi- 
tion of the two men came after 8 a. m.

Is Given Enthusiastic Reception 


famed Philadelphia Symphony orct 
tra—that long-anticipated event of 
events to Atlantans—is now a bril- 
liant pone in’ their musical history, 
and thinking now it seems like such 
a fleeting hour, but well we know 
that this concert will always stand 
vividly -clear in the memory of the 
audience.

They were so sincerely ap- 
preciative of the superlative program 
that Stokowski led his orchestra in 
that a tremendous ovation was given 
this great conductor.

Stokowski Magnetic. 


Stokowski is the most magnetic con- 
ductor I have ever heard. To watch 
him conduct alone is a fascinating ex- 
perience even if there were no music 
audible. His hands are each masters 
of expression. With their strong pow- 
er, though always used with move- 
ments of utmost grace, —— convey to 
his 110 players every feeling within 
his heart, every nuance of tonal ex- 
pression, every subtle change of mood 
and rhythm, every dramatic moment, 

And the tonal results that he draws 
from the orchestra are truly marvel- 
ous. He plays with this great or- 
chestra as though it were a single in- 
strument and he were the soloist. The 
entire ensemble is in such complete 


‘unity that one simply feels that a 


miracle has been created and a gi- 
gantic instrument has been made. 


The orchestra carries with it on 
this tour the complete stage settings, 
with the sound board in the back- 
ground, which added much to the car- 
rying quality of the tones. In the 
Fox it greatly enhanced the acoustics. 

The piece de resistance of the pro- 
ram was the Tschaikowsky “Fifth 

ymphony, in DB minor.” Stokowski’s 
interpretation of this work was so 
magnificent that a description goes 
begging. It was highly emotional, and 
moved the listener to such heights of 
rapturous. enjoyment that one actual- 
ly dreaded “to come back to earth.” 
The first movement opening with 
melancholy beauty in the andante sec- 
tion proceeded with purest’ tonal 
beauty among the instruments into 
the allegro con anima section of the 
movement, with its appealing thematic 
ideas and its thrilling dramatic cli- 
maxes. That loveliest of all lovely 
movements, the second movement, 
“andante cantabile, con alcuna li- 
cenza,’ was given a performance of 


superb beauty, caressed with all the 
tenderness of reverence ‘and eloquence. 
It poured ‘forth in unbounded beauty, 
rising now in a climactic wave, and 
again falling to an ethereal quiet- 
ness. The third movement, in this 
symphony a waltz instead of the tra- 
ditional scherzo, was an enchanting 
and rhythmical movement of bright- 
ness and graceful melody. But it was 
in the last movement of the work, the 
finale, “andante maestoso,” that Sto- 
kowski reached the artistic peak of 
the program and stood there in’ regal 
splendor, figuratively speaking.. What 
a powerful and marvelous interpre- 
tation ! 
“ The Sunken Cathedral.” 

After intermission the opening num- 
ber was Albeniz “Fiesta a Sevilla,” 
bewitching, entrancing, transporting 
the listener in imagination to a gay 
carnival scene in Spain, with.all the 
gay colors of the music and intri- 
guing harmonies of the fete. Then fol- 
lowed an orchestral setting of De- 
bussy’s “The Sunken Cathedral” re- 
plete with mystery and rich tonal 
shades. 

And the printed program closed with 
the gorgeous ‘‘Love Music” from Wag- 
ner’s “Tristan and Isolde.” This music 
is always a favorite because of its 
sheer loveliness, but in Stokowski’s 
hands it received a fresh abundance of 
impassioned musical magic. The string 
sections especially revealed melodies of 
such indescribable loveliness. The en- 
tire orchestra vibrated as in two heart 
beats—those of the lovers in this music 
of passionate drama. 

“Come Sweet Death.” 

The first encore was Stokowski’s 
own orchestral arrangement of Bach’s 
chorale, “Come Sweet Death,” played 
with deep religious fervor and reverent 
attitude. Such an ovation was accord- 
ed the maestro that he _ graciously 
played the fourth movement of the 
new “Afro-American Symphony.” by 
Still, a negro composer from Alabama. 
Grateful for the opportunity of hear- 
ing this new work, which is unques- 
tionably one of the finer of the modern 
American compositions, for it speaks 
in a musical language that is original 
and fresh. There is the melancholic 
song of the negro heart, contrasted 
with a spirited section built of Afri- 
can rhythms, but it is all expressed 
finely and seemingly free from outside 
influence. : 

And the showman in the genius 
Stokowski came to the front when he 
asked the audience if they wished to 
hear more American music and then 
whirled the orchestra into a stirring 
rendition of “Dixie” to the loudly ex- 
pressed delight of the audience. And, 
again generously complying to demand, 
he gave as final encore the extraor- 
dinarily beautiful “Afternoon of the 
Faun,” by Debussy.

EUROPE’S CHOICE 

The Italian successes in Ethiopia, 
while intensifying the tenseness in 
European conditions, at the same 
time bring definitely nearer the 
time when a showdown will come, 
out of which can be expected either 
war or progress toward the elimi- 
nation of at least a major part of 
the uncertainty of the past year. 

Despite the increasing serious- 
ness of the friction between the 
various nations, and groups of na- 
tions, on the continent, there 
reason to believe that the worst is 
over and that more settled condi- 
tions will gradually come. 

Most of Europe’s discontent re- 
sponsible for the war scare of re- 
cent months is traceable to the Ver- 
sailles, Lausanne and Locarno trea- 
ties. The unjust and impractical 
phases of these treaties meant that, 
sooner or later, readjustments would 
be necessary. 

Three of the chief sources of 
friction have been removed by the 
Italian victory in Ethiopia, the re- 
entry of German troops into the 
Rhineland and the Turkish remili- 
tarization of the Dardanelles. 


Before the World War, Great 
Britain, France and Germany divided 
Atrica up amotig themselves, leav- 
ing Italy with but little area under 
its control. Then the war came 
and Rome joined the allies, but 
France and Great Britain proceeded 
to split the German colonies between 
them after the armistice, so again 
Italy was left in the lurch. 

Regardless of the question of 
whether one country in this en- 
lightened age should conquer the 
territory of another, Italy has two 
strong arguments for its African 
campaign in the greediness dis- 
played by Great Britain and France 
in the past and in the certainty that 
the Ethiopians under Italian domi- 
nation will make greater strides for- 
ward in a few years than they would 
have in as many decades of inde- 
pendence. 

The Italian success in Ethiopia 
will thus cure one of the sore 
spots of the European situation and 
tend to that extent to restore more 
normal conditions on the continent. 
The same is true of the. rearming 
by Germany and Turkey of parts 
ot their national area from which 
their soldiers were barred by the 
Versailles treaty. 

There remains to trouble Euro- 
pean diplomats the hatred and sus- 
picion between Germany and France, 
the ever-present threat of soviet 
Russia and the friction between the 
Little Entente and Hungary and 
Austria, but unquestionably the way 
is being cleared for a lessening of 
the extreme tension of the past few 
months. 

Dictators Mussolini, Hitler and 
Kemal Pasha haye been successful 
in their defiance of treaty limita- 
tions and the League of Nations 
chiefly because what they have 
done has eliminated injustices that 
wise diplomacy should have avoided 
even in the abnormal post-war era. 

France and Great Britain now have 
the opportunity by acquiescing in 
the present status to build toward 
peace. Should Britain be unwilling 
bechuse of the threat to the Blue 
Nile of Italy's conquest of Ethio- 
pia, or France because of her fear 
of Germany, then the cauldron of 
European unrest will continue ready 
to boil over,

HOWE A UNIQUE FIGURE 

American political history has had 
few as interesting and anique fig- 
ures as Louis McHenry Howe, friend 
and mentor to President Roosevelt 
during his entire public life.

THE ROOSEVELT FEE FUND 

It is not surprising that. volun- 
tary contributions by Roosevelt 
supporters in every section of Geor- 
gia have been so numerous that it 
now appears the $10,000 necessary 
to enter the President’s name in 
the presidential preference primary 
set for June 3 will be in hand by 
the end of this week. 


Such a reaction was to be ex- 
pected from the childish action of 
the state committee in setting the 
entry fee at so unreasonable and 
undemocratic a figure. If this ac- 
tion was followed in the other states 
it would mean that a presidential 
candidate would have to put up 
nearly a half million dollars merely 
to enter the presidential primaries. 


It would limit candidates for ‘the 
presidency to men of great wealth 
and would destroy the democratic 
principles firmly rooted in the pri- 
mary system. 

The list of contributions to the 
Roosevelt fee will be an honor roll 
on which every true Georgia demo- 
crat may well be proud to have his 
or her name appear. 


It is practically certain that 
there will be no other name filed 
except the President’s, in which 
case the contributions to the fee 
fund will be returned to those from 
whom they are received. 


The Roosevelt supporters in every 
county in the state should send in 
their contributions during the next 
24 hours so that the President’s 
entry can be filed without further 
delay. 


“RUIN” OR RELIEF 
Recent tabulations of farm in- 
comes during 1935 feveal that the 
American agriculturalist received, 
after making deductions for wages, 
operating expenses, taxes and inter- 
est, a net income two and a half 
times as large as he did in 1932. 
During the past three years farm 
cash income has increased 58 per 
cent, prices 66 per cent and farm 
wage rates 27 per cent. During 
the same period the prices farmers 
pay for commodities used in living 
and production advanced only 17 
per cent. 
The annual advance in 
revenues has been as follows:

Cash income from farm prdduction 

in 1932, $4,377,000,000; in 1933, $5,- 
131,000,000 ; in 1934, $5,673,000,000 ; 
in 1935, $6,420,000,000. Ir addition 
te this, farmers who participated in 
the adjustment programs received in 
rental and benefit payments $278,- 
000,000 in 1933 ; $594,000,000 in 1934 
and $480,000,000 in 1935. 
Total farm cash income from pro- 
duction in 1985 was thus $6,900,000,- 
000, an increase of $2,523,000,000, 
or 58 per cent, over the 1932 figure 
of $4,377,000,000.. Between 1932 and 
1935 the income from cotton, wheat, 
corn and hogs and tobacco increased 
90 per cent. This compares with an 
inrease of 43 per cent for all other 
farm products. : 

Despite these tremendous gains 
under the AAA policies, rabid and 
unreasoning opponents of the 
Roosevelt administration have as- 
sured us that the farmer is being 
“ruined.” 

In Georgia, we have been told that 
the farmer is in worse shape than 
at any time since reconstruction 
days.

Of League. 


The League of Nations is dead. It 
has not yet been buried, to be sure. 
It will* probably be embalmed, when 
Herr Hitler returns to Geneva. The 
League of Nations was the instrument 
through which collective security was 
to operate in the world. Collective 
security, however, depends. on a high 
sense of international discipline and 
a prompt readiness on the part of 
everyone of its subscribers to isolate 
the aggressor at once. Both these 
conditions are lacking. In the case of 
Japanese attack on China nobody 
moved. In the case of Signor Musso- 
lini’s attack on Ethiopia, it was Aus- 
tria, Switzerland, Albania and Hun- 
gary which refused to participate in 
sanctions. France came in with the 
greatest reluctance. Now inj the case 
of Herr Hitler’s breach of the Lo- 
carno and Versailles treaties, not only 
do Italy, Austria, Hungary, Switzer- 
land refuse to apply sanctions, but 
the so-called neutral block, consisting 
of: Holland, Denmark, Sweden, Nor- 
way, Finland, Spain and Portugal de- 
clare themselves not interested. This 
means that the majority in Europe is 
against collective security. And that 
is why collective security no longer 
exists. Since collective security is the 
base of the League, the League there- 
with receives its death-blow.

Wants Peace. 


It is curious to observe that in spite 
of Herr Hitler’s vociferous affirma- 
tions that he wants peace, peace and 


nothing else, very few countries take 
him seriously. What is the matter? 
Do they not believe him sincere? Or 
what? The Fuehrer is sincere enough 
in that he does not want to fight with 
France. He has just marched his 
army into the Rhineland and is about 
to begin the construction of a circle 
of forts which Will even make it very 
difficult for France to fight, immured 
as she will be behind that impregnable 
German wall. Herr Hitler wants to 
immobilize France, paralyze the 
French army into inactivity in order 
the better and quicker march against 
France’s allies in eastern Europe. Now 
France is not unwillink to come to 
terms with Herr Hitler because he 
merely menaces her allies. If Czecho- 
slovakia and Rumania were not 
France’s allies, they would have to 
become so. For, it is obvious that 
after their defeat and conquest, the 
victorious German army~ would turn 
around and crush France. France 
knows perfectly well that Hitler does 
not intend to attack her first. She 
can, indeed, have 25 years peace if 
she wants to. But after that she must 
submit to a German colossus, who will 
have Europe under his heel. People 
are asking : why isn’t France accept- 
ing Hitler’s peace offer? The answer 
is that it is not a peace offer. It is 
a stratagem to isolate France.

BREATHE AND REST 
ARTERIES, ee 

For ten years, writes a western 
man, I have been under the doctor’s 
care for my heart. I commenced belly 
breathing a little less than three years 
ago. At that time, by doctor's advice, 
I was not to lift a bucket of coal: 
I was to ride downtown, not to walk: 
and under no circumstances whatever 
was I to hike in the mountains. We 
have a cabin in the mountains and it 
is quite a climb of perhaps 400 feet. 
To get up to the cabin I would taxe 
seven or eight steps, then sto- to rest, 
and then a few more steps, another 
rest, and so continue until I arrived at 
the top. Now-I carry in coal, walk 
downtown, start at the foot of the 
mountain and make the 400 feet with- 
out a stop and with no inconvenience 
the last two years. I still perform the 
belly breathing exercise regularly. As 
to the peculiar ailment of my heart 1 
don’t know.

breathing tends to improve circulation, 
no matter what ails you.. However,

When the “arterial pressure is too 
high, regardless of the nature of the 
trouble, the regular practice of belly 
breathing uniformly lowers the pres- 
sure and brings about a more nearly 
normal distribution of blood in the 
body. Thus it rests the arteries. 

Instruction for belly breathing in 
monograph. If you want a copy write 
to me and ask for it, enclosing a 
stamped envelope bearing your ad- 
dress. The abdomen is the large body 
cavity containing stomach, intestines, 
liver, spleen, pancreas; the belly is the 
front wall of this cavity. One may feel 
pain in the belly, not in the abdomen, 
for there are no sensory nerves in the 
abdomen; no sensation in the interna! 
organs. 

It is all pretty complicated physiol- 
ogy for you laymen, but in the sim- 
plest terms the action of belly breath- 
ing is as follows: With each expansion 
of the belly (or distension, bulging, 
ballooning, as you please) which ac- 
companies conttaction of the great 
breathing muscle, the liaphragm, and 
inspiration or inhalation of air, there 
is an -aspiratory on the general 
circulation, or a suction upon the 
blood in the great veins which ma- 
terially helps the return flow. This 
booster pump effect, pulling the blood 
toward the heart, is aided by the 
valves of the heart which prevent 
back flow. There, now you had better 
run along and play with-it now. An- 
other time we'll try to explain how 
belly breathing reduces high blood 
pressure. For the present take my 
word, it does.

The fact of it is that no member 
of the delegation had anything to do 
about the money being held up. Chief 
MacDonald acted on advice of the bu- 
reau’s counsel after the Talmadge ous- 
ter of state fiscal officers was chal- 
lenged in the courts.

He has sought to 
set himself above the law and the 
people to make himself the state, and 
when a responsible federal agency sees 
fit to exercise caution in dealing with 
him he seeks to shift his sins to the 
shoulders of others. 

Hamilton Return Urged. 

“IT see no reason why the Bureau 
of Roads should have more confi- 
dence in the soundness of his judg- 
ment thah the courts of the state. 
The whole matter can be straightened 


out by the Governor’s bringing him- 
self within the law and staying there, 
serving as the servant of the people 
instead of trying to play the role of 
a dictator. He should put Hamilton 
back in office, thereby removing the 
doubt as to who is the state treasurer, 
in order that the federal Bureau of 
Roads will know to whom to pay the 
money.

The principle 
of state’s rights must be preserved 
even in spite of the Governor. The 
trouble is not at this end of the line.

ROME, April 20.—()—Fascist_of- 
ficials prepared tonight for a nation- 
wide celebration of prospective victory 
in Ethiopia as Rome's 2,689th birth- 
day anniversary drew near. 


The long-heralded birthday celebra- 


tion—first of the two festival—opens 
tomorrow in commemoration of the 
founding of the city by Romulus. 

The larger mobilization, in which 
all fascist organizations were ordered 
to participate, will be timed to coin- 
cide with the entrance into Addis 
Ababa of Marshal Pietro Badoglio’s 
warriors. 

The birthday anniversary will bring 
inauguration of a series of public 
works projects and the start of the 
eighth. quintennial census. Between 
midnight tonight and the same hour 
tomorrow, every person in Italy—resi- 
dent or transient—must be counted. 

Premier Mussolini has informed the

ly 60 per cent in 30 years. 

When fascism came to power, the 
Italian population by the 1921 census 
was 38,000,000.

Spectacular Nazi Military Display 
Marks Birthday of Reichstuehrer 


BERLIN, April 20.—(4)—Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler, an expert judge of 
German psychology, offered his loyal 
people a royal birthday gift today—a 
spectacular military display such as 
Berlin has not seen since the days of 
the World War. 

Der Fuebrer did not spare himself. 
The day began for him a few minutes 
after midnight when he showed him- 
self in a focus of searchlights on. the 
baleony of the chancellery in response 
to clamorous crowds below who in- 
vaded Berlin in droves, all anxious to 
be among the first to sign the birth- 
day register. 

In the parade Hitler stood in an 
automobile receiving homage of the 
multitude all the way to a point in 
the Tiergarten, where he saluted con- 
tinually for about two hours during 
the duration of the march past him. 

A novelty for Berlin burghers was 
the spectacle of hundreds of two-man 
tanks and armed motorcycles clatter- 
ed past. The crowd was visibly thrill- 
ed by thoughts of the possibilities of 
the new weapons. 

This part of the show was slightly 
marred when a tank skidded on a 
street car track and four schoolboys 
were injured, not seriously. 

Meanwhile mail carriers were deliv- 
ering birthday parcels to the chancel- 
lery in car loads. Besides masses of 
flowers, they included pictures, food 
and all conceivable forms of clothing. 
Several parcels were  hand-knitted 
socks and musical instruments. Even 
cigarets were given, although Hitler 
is a non-smoker. 

On behalf of the German civil serv- 
ice Der Fuehrer was presented with a 
hand-written copy on parchment of bis 
book, Mein Kampa (My Struggle). 

Parades were also held in other gar- 
rison towns of the Reich and naval 
displays at Kiel and other ports. 

From the Saar and the remilitarized 
section of the Rhineland came espe- 
cially fervent greetings. 

The sentiment of the day seemed to 
be expressed in these words from a 
German paper: “The German people 
render thanks to him who led the na- 
tion out of a terrible disunion of hu- 
miliation and impotence and restered 
its honor, prestige and power” 

Officers in the spiked helmets of 
World War days and wearing color- 
ful uniforms participated in the pa- 
rade. Hitler honored General Werner 
Von Blomberg, minister of war, by 
raising him to the rank of marshal. 

He also bestowed civil medals on 
12 prominent Germans, including Wil- 
helm Backhaus, well-known pianist: 
General Werner Von Fritsch, chief of 
the army general staff, and Air Min- 
ister Hermann Wilhelm Goering were 
made colonel generals. Von Fritsch 
and Erich Raeder, chief of the admir- 
alty, also were raised to the rank of 
ministers. 

Hitler made no formal speech but in 
response to one by General Von Blom- 
berg lauding him he said: 

“T build my hopes for the future on 
two organizations which seem to me 
to have the sole factors guaranteeing 
their fulfillment—namely, the national 
socialist party, as the creative execu- 
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tive of the new political will, and the 
defensive forces, similarly the creative 
executive of the military power.” 

Hitler wore a brown uniform of the 
storm troopers as he and the army’s 
highest officers watched the parade 
from a reviewing platform in the Tier- 
garten.

She 
keeps her figure flexible with exer- 
cise, and her favorite is the all-pur- 
pose stretch. 

When she wants to relax, she gets 
down on all fours, arching her back 
in the air like a cat. She claims it 
takes all the kinks out of her back- 
bone. The converse part of the stretch 
is to allow the middle of the back to 
sag, raising the chin and buttocks. It 
stretches every inch! If you decide to 
keep your figure young with this ex- 


ercise, be sure to pull up with the 
lower abdominal muscles in both 


movements. 

Many of the best figures take your 
favorite bending exercise and give it 
a new twist and more stretch. Bend- 
ing over to touch the floor will do 
wonders for your waistline if you 
touch the palms of the hands flat on 


the floor at the outer side of first 
one foot and then the other. To get 


the most out of this exercise, let the 
stretch exert a definite upward pull 
on all trunk muscles, then bend and 
stretch. 

Try this one: With the arms raised 
high in the air, bend sidewards at 
the waistline to stretch out all the 
bulges between the waist and the un- 
derarm. Stretch and bend first to one 
side and then to the other. 


Here is a more strenuous stretcher: 
Grasp a broom with the hands equi- 
distant from the ends. Now hold the 
broom high overhead, stretching and 
pulling upward with every inch of 
you. Have your feet slightly apart 
and knees straight. Bend at the waist, 
first left, then right, and touch the 
broom ends to the floor at alternate 
sides. Try to keep your arms pon. 
pull up with the abdominal muscles, 
and pivot at the waist. 

It is no exaggeration to say that 
a waistline that wanders will ruin 
the best of figures. With a rampant 
waistline, all the other curves lose 
charm. An awkward roll develops in 
the small but important space above 
the waistline, and as if that were 
not enough, up pops still another hor- 
rid little roll at the upper edge of 
the girdle.

I stopped him then. ‘You mean,’’! asked, “‘that the boys 
were played out of the trenches and that the band stood there 
in the open and played them out? ’”” : 

“Oh, yes,” he said. ‘‘Early in the war all the Scotch regi- 
ments did that. They were played in and out by the pipers. 
This time the boys had driven a wedge in Fritz’ line and the fire 
was heavy from two sides. But they stood there and piped the 
boys out.”’ 

He went on but I couldn’t hear. 
and the picture it made. And of the skirl of the pipes shrilling 
through the night punctured by shot and shell as the band piped 
those tired, weary Scots out of the trenches. 

They sounded very clearly to me down through the 
years—the defiant, daring, cheering skirl of the pipes 
sounding a tradition and a character that has had much 
to do with building the world.

But the Scots—well, they have one 
just as great.

A pair of the New York Yankees’ 
most valuable chattels, Lou Gehrig 
and Bill Dickey, also are engaged in 
some big atoning. Although Gehrig 
finished the 1935 season with a .329 
average, he suffered a slump that did 
the Yanks’ ay gi for the title no 
good. Dickey, rousing slugger 
through most of his career with New 
York, slipped off to .279 last year. 
Dickey has crashed out two home 
runs, three doubles and a triple se 
far this season, while his iron mar 
teammate has hit for a .391 avernge. 

A change of scenery has acted as a 
tonic to Al Simmons, for whom the 
Detroit Tigers gave the Chicago 
White Sox $75,000. The Milwaukee 
duke didn’t hit much for the Sox, but 
his early cuts have produced a .400 
average for the world champions.

SENATE ACTION SEEN 

ON FLOOD BILL TODAY 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—4)— 
The senate moved today toward prob- 
able final action tomorrow on the Ov- 
erton bill to construct permanent flood 
control works on the lower Missis- 
sippi river valley. 

The measure, a modification of the 
Jadwin plan which was a part of the 
1928 flood-control act, would provide 
for a system of floodways and reser- 
voirs which advocates said would com- 
plete a job already begun by the gov- 
ernment to bring permanent protec- 
tion to lives and property. — 

Major protection would be given the 
states of Arkansas, Mississippi and 
Louisiana, and senators of these three 
states have strongly indorsed the pro- 
posed legislation. The program calls 
for an appropriation of $272,000,000 
and would be completed in about six 
years.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 20.— 
(UP)—The $1,500,000,000 appropri- 
ation asked of congress by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt represents the 
minimum on which relief can be con- 
tinued to the end of the calendar 
year, mayors of 30 cities meeting in 
conference agreed tonight. 

A resolution passed by the regional 
session of the Mayors’ Conference of 
America set the billion and a half 
figure as the smallest possible appro- 
priation.
